Link to ‘angel of death’ posts 
eyed in Minn, sehool killings 

RED LAKE, MINN. I The boy accused of killing 
nine people in a shooting spree first shot his 
grandfather and his companion, then donned 
the man’s police -issue gunbelt and bullet- 
proof vest before heading to the high school, 
where he shot students and teachers at ran- 
dom, authorities said Tuesday. 

FBI agent Michael Tabman said JeffWeise 
appeared to be acting alone in Monday’s ram- 
page and the motive was unknown. When it 
was over, 10 people, including five students 
and Weise himself, were dead. 

It was the worst U.S. school shooting 


since the Columbine High School massacre 
in Littleton, Colo., in April 1999 that ended 
with the deaths of 12 students, a teacher and 
the two teen gunmen. 

There was no immediate indication of 
Weise’s motive. But several students said he 
held anti-social beliefs, and he may have post- 
ed messages on a neo-Nazi Web site express- 
ing admiration for Adolf Hitler. 

A writer who identified himself as Jeff 
Weise of the Red Lake Reservation posted the 
messages under the nickname “Todesengel” — 
German for “angel of death,” but it had not been 
determined if that writer was Weise. (ap)

TAMPA, FLA. I Warning that Terri Schiavo 
was “fading quickly” and might die at any 
moment, her parents begged a federal appeals 
court to order the severely brain- damaged 
woman’s feeding tube reinserted. 

David Gibbs III, attorney for parents Bob 
and Mary Schindler, told the 11th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Atlanta on Tuesday that 
the 41-year- old woman might die before they 
get a chance to fully argue their case that her 
rights are being violated. The appeal came 
after a federal judge in 
Tampa rejected the par- 
ents’ emergency request. 

There was no immedi- 
ate indication of when the 
appeals court might rule. 

Even before the parents’ 
appeal was filed, the wom- 
an’s husband urged the 11th 
Circuit not to grant an emergency request 
to restore nutrition. 

“That would be a horrific intrusion upon 
Mrs. Schiavo’s personal liberty,” said the fil- 
ing by Michael Schiavo’s attorney, George 
Felos. 

The Schindlers have been locked for 
years in a battle with Schiavo’s husband 
over whether her feeding tube should be 
disconnected. State courts have sided with 
Michael Schiavo, who insists his wife told 
him she would never want to be kept alive 
artificially. 

In court documents, the couple said their 
daughter began “a significant decline” late 
Monday. Her eyes were sunken and dark, and 
her lips and face were dry. The feeding tube

‘Quiet’ teen reportedly 
posted messages on a 
neo-Nazi Web site 

BEMIDJI, MINN. I He created comic 
books with ghastly drawings of peo- 
ple shooting each other. He dressed 
in black, wore eyeliner and appar- 
ently admired Hitler and called 
himself the “Angel of Death” in 
German. 

His father committed sui- 
cide about four years ago, and his 
mother is in a nursing home after 
an auto accident, according to news 
reports. 

On Monday, 17-year- old Jeff 
Weise went on a rampage, shoot- 
ing to death his grandfather and a 
companion, then invading his high 
school on the Red Lake Indian 
Reservation. Armed with two pis-

tols and a shotgun, he killed nine 
people and wounded seven before 
shooting himself to death.

About a month ago, his sketch 
of a guitar- strumming skeleton 
accompanied by a caption that read 
“March to the death song ‘til your

Bin Laden Escape 


Telescope 
Spots Far 
Out Light 

Scientists measure 
extrasolar planetary 
glow for the first time 

A NASA telescope peering far 
beyond our solar system has for the 
first time directly measured light 
from two Jupiter-sized gas planets 
closely orbiting distant stars, add- 
ing crucial features to astronomy’s 
portrait of faraway worlds. 

Studies of the infrared light 
streaming from the two giant plan- 
ets suggest they are made of hot, 
swirling gases that reach a broiling 
1,340 degrees Fahrenheit or higher. 

“It’s an awesome experience 
to realize we are seeing the glow 
of distant worlds,” said astrono- 
mer David Charbonneau of the 
Harvard- Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics in Cambridge, Mass., 
whose team captured light from a 
planet in the constellation Lyra. 

Since the mid-1990s, scientists 
have discovered more than 130 of 
these so-called extrasolar planets. 
But the stars they orbit are so distant 
and shine so brightly that they tend to 
overwhelm the planets from view, (a p)

In document, Gitmo 
detainee claims terror 
leader evaded pursuers 

WASHINGTON I A terror suspect 
held at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
was a commander for Osama bin 
Laden during the Soviet occupa- 
tion of Afghanistan in the 1980s 
and helped the al Qaeda leader 
escape his mountain hide-out at 
Tora Bora in 2001, according to a 
U.S. government document. 

The document, provided to The 
Associated Press in response to a 


Freedom of Information request, 
says the unidentified detainee 
“assisted in the escape of Osama 
bin Laden from Tora Bora.” It is the 
first definitive statement from the 
Pentagon that bin Laden was at Tora

The detainee is not identified by 
name or nationality. He is described 
as being “associated with” al Qaeda 
and having called for a jihad, or holy 
war, against the United States. In an 
indication he might be a higher-level 
operative, the document says he “had 
bodyguards” and collaborated with

Iraqi Civilians Hit 
Back at Attackers 


Baghdad merchants 
retaliate, kill 3 after 
gunmen open fire 

BAGHDAD | Shopkeepers and resi- 
dents on one of Baghdad’s main 
streets pulled out their own guns 
Tuesday and killed three insurgents 
when hooded men began shooting 
at passers-by, giving a rare victory 
to civilians increasingly frustrated 
by the violence bleeding Iraq. 

The clash in the capital’s south- 
ern Doura neighborhood erupted 
when militants in three cars sprayed 
bullets at shoppers. Three people — 
a man, a woman and a child — were 
wounded. The motive was unclear, 
but there have been previous attacks 
in the ethnically mixed neighbor- 
hood. Earlier in the day, gunmen in 
the same quarter killed a policeman 
as he drove to work, police Lt. Col. 
Hafidh Al-Ghrayri said. 

A forceful citizen response is 
rare, but not unheard of in a country 


where conflicthas become common- 
place and the law allows each home 
to have a weapon. Early this month, 
police said townsmen in Wihda, 25 
miles south of Baghdad, attacked 
a group of militants believed to 
be planning to raid the town and 
killed seven. 

In other violence Tuesday, Iraqi 
commandos backed by U.S. ground 
and air fire attacked an apparent 
insurgent training camp near Lake 
Tharthar in eastern Iraq, killing an 
undetermined number of militants 
and capturing 20, the U.S. mili- 
tary said. Seven commandos were 
reported dead and six wounded. 

And in Mosul, the deputy police 
commander. Col. Wathiq Ali, said 17 
militants were killed and 14 captured 
late Monday after an assassination 
attempt on police officials. 

Also in Mosul, a roadside bomb 
that exploded near a U.S. patrol 
killed four civilians. It wasn’t imme- 
diately clear if the troops suffered 
casualties, traci carl (ap)

Some resist U.S. ealls

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I European 
Union leaders were under pressure 
to delay plans for resuming weap- 
ons sales to China, as Washington 
hardens opposition to ending the 
15 -year EU embargo in the wake 
of Beijing’s new law authorizing a 
military attack on Taiwan. 

Gathering Tuesday for their 
two -day spring summit, the 25 EU 
leaders were facing fire from both 
sides after China reacted angrily to 
reports that the bloc may put back 
its target for lifting the embargo 


beyond the end of June. 

“The arms embargo against 
China is political discrimination,” 
Chinese Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Liu Jianchao said in Beijing. 

Europe has 
long been divid- 
ed over lifting the 
ban. France and 
Germany have 
led demands for 
it to go, calling 
the embargo a 
Cold War relic 
that holds back trade opportunities 
with China’s booming economy. 

French President Jacques Chirac 
said lifting the embargo was aimed 
at improving relations with the 



Asian economic giant, not selling 
weapons. “The Europeans have no 
intention of engaging in an arma- 
ments exportation policy toward 
China,” Chirac told the Japanese 
newspaper Asahi Shimbun. 

France’s ambassador to the 
United States said Tuesday that 
his country remains committed to 
lifting the EU embargo on weapon 
sales to China. “It makes sense to 
lift an embargo which is obvious- 
ly outdated,” French Ambassador 
Jean-David Levitte said in a speech

Putin to Visit Israel 
In First for Russia

French Bid Adieu to 
Shorter Workweek 


Lawmakers vote to let 
employees work more 
than 35 hours a week 

P A R I S I After weeks of angry debate 
and street protests, French lawmak- 
ers effectively dismantled the coun- 
try’s 35 -hour workweek Tuesday 
by voting to allow employers to 
increase working hours. 

In a final vote, the National 
Assembly approved a bill permit- 
ting employers to negotiate deals 
with staff to increase working time 
by 220 hours a year in return for 
better pay. The law was approved by 
350 votes to 135, with overwhelm- 
ing support coming from President 
Jacques Chirac’s conservatives. 

The bill effectively clears the 
way for the erosion of the 35 -hour 
week, a flagship policy of the for- 
mer Socialist-led government that 


gave many people more time off but 
added to concerns about France’s 
declining global competitiveness. 

The shorter workweek was intro- 
duced on a voluntary basis in 1998 
and made compulsory two years 
later in a bid to force employers to 
hire more people. But France’s cur- 
rent 10 percent jobless rate is testa- 
ment to its failure to generate the 
promised millions of new jobs. 

Although the new law does 
not formally abolish the 35 -hour 
workweek, it sidesteps it by allowing 
employers to offer staff extra work- 
ing hours at a higher rate of pay. 

In order to apply the changes, 
however, companies will have to 
break away from their broad agree- 
ments with unions and negotiate 
deals with their own staff represen- 
tatives. This means that the effects 
of the reform will take time to make 
themselves felt, (ap) 


Official: Camilla Not Keen on ‘Queen’ 


LONDON I Camilla Parker Bowles 
does not want the title of queen 
after Prince Charles becomes king, 
his office said Tuesday. 

Charles and his bride-to-be 
had said she would take the title of 
Princess Consort if he becomes king. 
They are being married April 8. 

But Constitutional Affairs 


Minister Christopher Leslie said 
in a statement last week that the 
marriage of Charles and Parker 
Bowles would not be “morganat- 
ic” — in which the spouse of infe- 
rior status has no claim to the sta- 
tus of the other. 

The Department for Consti- 
tutional Affairs confirmed that

8th Day at Georgetown 


Portable grill starts 
early-morning blaze;

WASHINGTONIA student was criti- 
cally injured Tuesday in a fire at 
a George Washington University 
dormitory, officials said. 

Kevin McLaughlin, 19, of 
Farmington, Conn., was removed 
unconscious from a ninth floor 
room in Thurston Hall, located at 
19th and G streets, NW, said uni- 
versity spokeswoman Tracy Schario. 

The student had severe burns 
and was not breathing when 
he was rescued shortly before 
5 a.m..

Va. Food Tax Lowered 

New law expected to reduce weekly grocery bill 


RICHMOND, VA. I Gov.MarkR. Warner 
signed legislation Tuesday that his 
administration says will reduce the 
grocery bill for a typical family of four 
by about $1.60 a week. 

The 2005 General Assembly 
passed legislation reducing the state 
portion of the sales tax on groceries 
by 1.5 cents on the dollar. The reduc- 
tion had been scheduled in three 
half- cent increments, but a thriving 
economy allowed Warner and the 


legislature to do it all at once. 

“The most onerous tax we have is 
the sales tax on food,” said Warner, 
who was joined at a bill-signing 
ceremony by five lawmakers who 
championed the tax cut. 

The tax on food will not disappear 
completely. After June 30, Virginians 
will still pay a tax of 2.5 percent at 
the grocery store. Two percent goes 
to localities and a half-percent to the 
state’s highway fund, (ap)

Increasingly hawkish 
view of economy may 
lead to more hikes 

WAS H I N GTO N I When it comes to the 
Federal Reserve, what it says is as 
important as what it does. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan and his colleagues, con- 
cerned that soaring energy prices 
could stoke broader inflation, 
boosted the federal funds rate to 
2.75 percent. 

Economists and investors pret- 
ty much knew the Fed was going 
to boost rates, the seventh such 
increase since its credit tighten- 
ing campaign began last June. 

But what they really wanted to 
know was the Fed’s thoughts on the 


economy. The assessment they got: 
Inflation is picking up — a seem- 
ingly obvious statement that still 
managed to rattle investors. The 
Dow fell 94.88 points to close at 

10,470.51. 

In abrief state- 
ment, the Fed pol- 
icy-makers drew 
more attention 
to rising prices 
than they have in 
the past, noting 
that “pressures 
on inflation have picked up.” 

Economists viewed the Fed’s 
overall comments on inflation as 
slightly more hawkish than previ- 
ous statements and believed that 
suggested further interest-rate 
increases well into the year, (ap) 


AFP Sues Google, 
Says It Infringes 
On Copyrights 

NEWYORKlIna case that could set 
limits on Internet search engines, 
the French news agency AFP is 
suing Google Inc. for pulling togeth- 
er photos and story excerpts from 
thousands of news Web sites. 

Agence France-Presse said the 
“Google News” service infringes 
on AFP’s copyrights by reproduc- 
ing information from the Web sites 
of its subscribers. The issues raised 
by the case have profound implica- 
tions for the Internet, where any- 
one can be a publisher and blogs are 
becoming more frequent destina- 
tions for seekers of news. 

In a statement, Google spokes- 
man Steve Langdon said Web sites 
can request removal though most 
“want to be included in Google News 
because they believe it is a benefit to 
them and their readers.” (ap)

‘Experimentar Corn Mistakenly Sold 


SAN FRANCISCO I Swiss biotech- 
nology company Syngenta AG 
said Tuesday it mistakenly sold 
to farmers an experimental corn 
seed genetically engineered to resist 
bugs that was never approved by 
U.S. regulators. 

Hundreds of tons of the geneti- 
cally engineered seeds and result- 
ing corn crop were shipped in the 


United States and overseas between 
2001 and 2004. Federal investiga- 
tors said there was no health or envi- 
ronmental risk because of the seed’s 
similarity to another Syngenta prod- 
uct already approved for sale and 
consumption. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency, Department of Agriculture 
and the Food and Drug Admin- 


istration are all investigating, and 
the company faces a fine of up to 
$500,000, USDA spokesman Jim 
Rogers said. 

Nearly half the nation’s corn 
approved for market is genetical- 
ly modified, but many consumers 
want their groceries to be biotech- 
nology-free. 

Syngenta did not say where in 
the United States the corn was

Bonds May Miss the Entire Season 


‘Tired’ slugger blames media for some of his ills 


BASEBALLI Coming off knee surgery 
and caught up in baseball’s steroids 
scandal, Barry Bonds said he may 
not play at all this season — despite 
standing on the doorstep of the 
sport’s most hallowed record. 

The San Francisco Giants slugger 
also said he was physically and men- 
tally “done,” and blamed the media 
for at least part of his troubles. 

“I’m tired of my kids crying. You 
wanted me to jump off a bridge, I 
finally did,” Bonds told reporters 
Tuesday, shortly after returning to 
training camp. “You finally brought 


me and my family down. ... So now 
go pick a different person.” 

Bonds, whose 703 career hom- 
ers are 11 short of Babe Ruth’s 
total and 52 behind Hank Aaron’s 
record, was back in camp following 
last week’s arthroscopic surgery on 
his right knee. 

Sitting at a picnic table outside 
the Giants’ clubhouse with his 15- 
year-old son, Nikolai, at his side. 
Bonds said, “My son and I are just 
going to enjoy our lives. You guys 
wanted to hurt me bad enough, you 
finally got me.”

Bonds said he was tired and 
disappointed following a winter 
in which he was accused of ste- 
roid use, his grand jury testimony 
was leaked and he had two knee 
operations. 

Leaning his head on a crutch 
and repeatedly saying he was tired. 
Bonds spoke after a 134-hour session 
with Giants trainer Stan Conte. 

“Right now I’m just going to 
try to rehab myself to get back to, 
I don’t know, hopefully next season, 
hopefully the middle of the season,” 
Bonds said. “I don’t know. Right now 
I’m just going to take things slow.”

Federal Test Debate 


SAFETY I The 35-mph frontal 
crash test of the federal New Car 
Assessment Program is under fire 
by insurance companies and safety 
advocates who say it’s too easy to 
pass and doesn’t distinguish vehi- 
cles enough to be useful to consum- 
ers. The tests are also outdated, said 
the Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety, adding that while in 1979 less 
than a third of tested cars would’ve 
got a four- or five -star rating, 88 
percent did so in 2003. 

Proposals for change include rais- 


ing the speed of the test to 40 mph 
and/or altering it to simulate more 
common types of crashes. Or, the test 
could go unchanged but the scoring 
would have finer distinctions for cars 
with the same high score. 

But some experts and motor com- 
panies warn much higher speeds 
could actually compromise road 
safety. If carmakers stiffen front 
ends of vehicles to pass high-speed 
tests, the risk of serious injury to peo- 
ple in other cars and trucks would be 
raised.

A Bit of Everything 


Parts of SUV, station 
wagon and crossover 
meet in the Freestyle 

ROAD TEST | It’s getting harder to 
tell the difference between station 
wagons, crossover vehicles and sport 
utilities. The Ford Freestyle seems to 
have a bit of everything: All-wheel- 
drive expected of an SUV, body style 
of a wagon and the slightly higher 
ride height of a crossover. 

It travels in front-wheel drive for 
better fuel economy, unless more 
traction is needed. Then, the elec- 
tronic all-wheel drive — not meant 
for off-roading — automatically 
shifts power to the rear wheels. 

This helps make the Freestyle feel 
stable, even on curves and corner- 


ing. On wet and sloppy pavement, 
you don’t lose traction and won’t 
notice when the all-wheel drive is 
engaged. The vehicle also manag- 
es road bumps well. The impact of 
potholes seems absorbed through- 
out the car, keeping the rough stuff 
from passengers. 

But the transmission can provide 
a bit of a different driving experi- 
ence for some drivers, as it doesn’t 
have specific, defined shift points. 
So, at times, drivers find themselves 
waiting in vain for a shift sensation. 
But, overall, the car smoothly accel- 
erates and moves between gears. 

The power doesn’t come on in 
a sporty, showy way. The Freestyle 
also doesn’t readily slow when lifting 
off the accelerator. Instead, it coasts 
for a while, so drivers may have to 


learn to brake more often. 

Inside, there’s room for a third 
row of flip-and-fold seats, accom- 
modating two people without having 
legs smashed in the second-row seats 
or feeling constrained, because the 
row sits up higher than the others. 
It’s easy to get the seats back in their 
storage well, too. annm.job(ap)

Two Times a Ladv 


In Woody Allen’s 
‘Melinda,’ one story 
is comedy and drama 


FILM I So here’s the gimmick in 
Woody Allen’s “Melinda and 
Melinda”: Two stories, one comic and 
one tragic, are interwoven with some 
common details and themes. 

Each focuses on a woman named 
Melinda; each features cheating 
spouses. Both are set against that 
classic Allen backdrop: the streets 
and social circles of sophisticated, 
angst-ridden New York. 

It’s a fabulous idea that nearly 
collapses under the weight of its 
own pretensions, though the film 
is buoyed slightly and sporadically 
by a couple of performances, notably 
that of Radha Mitchell as Melinda 
(and Melinda). 

The comic parts aren’t that 
funny and the tragic parts aren’t 
that dramatic. And that’s Allen’s 
point. Several characters in the 
eclectic ensemble make some sort 
of reference to the fact that come- 
dy and tragedy aren’t so different. 
But that pervasive homogeneity 
blankets the film in blandness 
and prevents it from fully engag- 
ing the audience. 


In the dramatic version, Melinda 
arrives on a bus, looking disheveled, 
and interrupts a dinner party being 
thrown by a couple of her college 
friends. She tells a tale of woe about 
losing her husband and children 
because of some stupid mistakes 
and ends up getting involved with 
a pianist (Chiwetel Ejiofor from 
“Dirty Pretty Things”). 

In the comedic version, Melinda 


walks upstairs to her neighbors’ 
apartment, looking as if she’s about 
to pass out from too many sleeping 
pills, and interrupts a dinner party 
being thrown by husband and wife 
Hobie, an aspiring actor, and Susan, 
an independent film director (Will 
Ferrell and Amanda Peet). 

She tells a tale of woe about los- 
ing her fiance and ends up being 
sought after by a few men, notably 


Hobie, the on-screen Woody Allen 
figure in the equation. 

Mitchel has a raw vitality that 
jumps off the screen, and the 
strength of her dual performanc- 
es calls to mind that of Naomi Watts 
in “Mulholland Drive.” But redeem- 
ing the entire movie is too much 
work for one woman — even for a

Joe Perry takes a 
break from Aerosmith 
to find his own voice 

ON HIS OWN I Aerosmith guitarist 
Joe Perry didn’t have far to travel 
when it came time to polish the 
material on his upcoming self- 
titled solo set — he simply walked 
down the stairs and flipped on the 
lights in his basement home studio, 
the Boneyard. 

“Part of my process for writing 
is, I like to go down and cover other 
songs just for the hell of it, just to 
see how they come out,” Perry said. 
“That’s one of the benefits of hav- 
ing a studio at the house.” 

The new album, due May 3 via 
Columbia, blends relatively recent 
compositions such as “Shakin’ My 


Cage,” “Lonely” and “Push Comes 
to Shove” with new versions of old, 
never- completed ideas. 

Perry says the closing instru- 
mental, “Mercy,” has been around 
in some form since sessions for 
Aerosmith ’s 1993 album “Get a 
Grip,” while “Ten Years” was writ- 
ten “about 10 years ago for my 10th 
wedding anniversary, as a present 
for my wife.” 

Also featured are covers of 
Woody Guthrie’s “Vigilante Man” 
and the Doors’ “Crystal Ship.” Said 
Perry of the former, “It’s a tip of the 
hat to one of the most important 
musical figures of the last century, 
in my book anyway. Hopefully some- 
body who doesn’t know Guthrie will 
hear this and explore, or grab one 
of his records.” 

Perry recorded enough material 


that he was left with sev- 
eral extra tracks he says 
may form “the backbone of 
another record. I will definitely 
put out another solo record after 
this one. I’m not sure when, 
but I’d like it to be more 
sooner than later.” 

With Aerosmith set to 
reconvene later this year. 
Perry admits a full tour 
in support of his album 
is “out of the question.” 
However, he says he “may 
ask a few friends to sit in 
with me on a few dates. 

It would be some guys I 
know that would play the 
[expletive] out of the stuff 
and be able to knock it off 
pretty quick.”

Form may soon trump function 
in the world of cell phones. Since 
their introduction in the 1980s, 
cell phones have typically been 
judgedby what s inside; battery 
life, messaging and other func- 
tions set models apart. 

Now, exteriors are 
becoming just as impor- 
tant. Shape, color, screen 
images and sounds are 
no longer incidental — 
they’re among the fea- 
tures that are starting 
to drive the industry’s 
sales and growth.
